"Vandenburg Resolution" Is 
Historic Step In the Senate 


Washington—(IP)—Don't — In 


the huge rush of news from here— 
overlook an historic step just tak- 
en by the senate. 
It has just passed the "Vanden- 
berg resolution", only seven para- 
graphs long. 
That resolution gave the presi- 
dent a signal to start great wheels 
turning. Before they stop: 
1. We may be arming the coun- 
tries of western Europe. 
2. We may be in military al- 


liance with, those countries. 


3. The world may be divided in- 
to two armed camps, one led by 
the United States, the other by 
Russia. 


Every word in the seven para- 
graphs of the resolution was gone 
over with the utmost care by the 
state department and the senate 
foreign relations committee. They 
took months doing it. 
The committee members, made 
up of Democrats and Republicans, 
approved the resolution. And the 
chairman. 
Senator Vandenberg, 
Michigan Republican, 
introduced 


It in the senate last Friday. 


The" resolution simply -advised 
-the president that, for the safety 
of this country, he should "pursue" 
a number of "objectives." One of 
them was.this: 
" 
. 
"Association 
of 
the United 
States, by constitutional process, 
with such regional and other col- 
lective arrangements as are based 
on continuous and effective self- 
help and mutual aid, and as affects 
its national security." 


Briefly, the resolution by itself 
Iocs nothing. It merely tells the 
president he has the senate's bles- 


sing if he tries to work out a plan 
or treaty with other countries to 
protect this country. 
But among the things he could 


do, although the resolution didn't 
say so in so many words, 
are 


these: 
Work out a treaty to arm those 
countries of western Europe which 
are playing ball with us instead 
of Russia. 
Or, even work out a military 
alliance with them, which probab- 
ly would mean promises from us 
to help them if they're attacked. 
This was made pretty clear in 


the debate. 
But—and this is where the 
phrase "constitutional 
process" 
cames in—such a. treaty would 
mean nothing and could, not be put 
into effect unless it was first sub- 
mitted to the senate and the sen- 
ate approved. 
So, although the senate here is 
telling the president to start some- 
thing, anything he does can't work 
unless the senate looks it over and 
says it's OK. 


Before World War H we had 
carefully avoided—under the Mon- 
roe Doctrine—gettin 
into my 


kind of military alliance in peace- 
time with any group of foreign 
nations. 
The only purpose of such 
an 
alliance at this time in history 
would be to set up a wall of steel 
against any western move by Rus- 
sia. 
. . . 
That' would mean splitting the 


world into two camps: America 
and her friends whoever they hap- 
pen to be, and Russia and her 
frienda.

"Vandenburg Resolution" Is 
Historic Step In the Senate 


W ashington— 
( Æ) — Don’t — In 
the huge rush of news from here— 
overlook an historic step just ta k ­ 
en by tlie senate. 
It has just passed the “Vanden- 
berg resolution”, only seven para­ 
graphs long. 
That resolution gave the presi­ 
dent a signal to sta rt great wheels 
turning. Before they stop: 
1. We m ay be arm ing the coun­ 
tries of w estern Europe. 
2. We m ay be in m ilitary 
al­ 
liance w ith those countries. 
3. The world m ay be divided in­ 
to two arm ed camps, one led by 
the United States, the other by 
Russia. 
Every w ord in the seven para­ 
graphs of the resolution w as gone 
over with the utm ost care by the 
state departm ent and the senate 
foreign relations committee. They 
took m onths doing it. 
The com m ittee members, made 
up of D em ocrats and Republicans, 
approved the resolution. And the 
chairman, 
Senator 
Vandenberg, 
Michigan Republican, 
introduced 
it in the senate last Friday . 
The resolution simply 
advised 
the president that, for the safety 
of this country , he should “pursue" 
1 num ber of “objectives.” One of 
them w as this: 
“Association 
of 
tlie 
United 
States, by constitutional process, 
<»i’lth such regional and other col­ 
lective arrangem ents as are based 
on continuous and effective self- 
help and m utual aid, and as affects 
its national security .” 
Briefl}', the resolution by itself 
loes nothing. It merely tells the 
president he has the senate’s bles- 


sing if he tries to w ork out a plan 
or tre a ty w ith other countries to 
protect tliia country . 
B ut am ong the things he could 
do, although the resolution didn’t 
say so in so m any words, 
are 
th ese: 
W ork out a treaty to arm those 
countries of w estern Europe which 
are play ing ball wath us instead 
of Russia. 
Or, even w ork out a m ilitary 
alliance w ith them , which probab­ 
ly would m ean promises from us 
to help them if they ’re attaclied. 
Tliis w as m ade pretty clear in 
the debate. 
B ut—and 
this 
is 
where 
the 
phrase 
“constitutional 
process” 
cam es in—such a 
treaty 
would 
m ean nothing and could not be put 
into effect unless it was first sub­ 
m itted to the senate and the sen­ 
ate approved. 
So, although the senate here is 
telling the president to sta rt some­ 
thing, any thing he does can’t work 
unless the senate looks it over and 
say s it’s OK. 
Before W orld W ar II we had 
carefully avoided—under the Mon­ 
roe 
D octrine—gettin 
into 
m y 
kind of m ilitary alliance in peace­ 
tim e w ith any group of foreign 
nations. 
The only purpose of such 
an 
alliance a t this tim e in history 
would be to set up a wall of steel 
against any w estern move by Rus­ 
sia. 
T hat would m ean splitting the 
world into two camps: America 
and her friends whoever they hap­ 
pen to be, and Russte.

friends.

National Forest Picnic Areas To Be Opened Saturday 
All Signs Point T o w a r d A 
Decided Increase In Use Of 
Recreation Sites This Year 


The eight improved camping and picnicking areas on the Alleg-- 


lieny National Forest will be officially opened to the public Saturday. 
In making this announcement, Forest Supervisor Anderson said that 
all signs point toward a decided increas in the use of the National 
Forest for recreation and that numerous requests for information 
about picnicking and camping facilities are bsing received daily. 


Picnicking areas are located at: 


~" TWIN LAKES, seven miles south of Kane. 


LOLETA, six miles south of Marienville. 
(Both above areas have swimming and camp site facilities.) 
HEARTS CONTENT, fourteen miles south of Warren. 
KELLY. PINES, six miles east of Marienville. 
ALLEGHENY, on Route 59 between Warren and Kinzua. 
(Above three areas have camp site facilities.) 
SANDSTONE SPRINGS, eleven miles south of Warren. 
KENNEDY SPRINGS, on U. S. Highway 219 between Bradford 


and Kane. 


MORRISON RUN, two miles east of Warren. 
Tables, firegrates, toilets, storm shelters, drinking water and free 


firewood are furnished at all areas. 


Because of the ever-present threat of forest fires, campers using 


areas other than the developed car.ip grounds, are required to obtain 
campfire permits. These are issued free by the District Forest Rangers, 
at Marienville, and Sheffield. 


Within or near the National Forest, privately-owned cabins and 


tourist accommodations are available. The National Forest has no such 
facilities for rent. 


Hunting and fishing within the National Forest are regulated by 


State law. Strict observance is required. 


You are cordially invited, in fact you are urged, to visit your 


National Forest and enjoy its many advantages. Victors are requested 
to leave a clean camp, refrain from polluting streams, and to be ex- 
tremely careful with, matches, smoking materials, and camp fires.

was opened, some instruction of 
this nature has

afforded 
through the building's two shops. 
One of these is a wood shop; the 
other, a combined electrical and 
auto shop. These are both large 
rooms, equipped with suitable ma- 
chines, tools, and devices necessary 
to start a boy's training in ap- 
preciation of the trades and in the 
use of his hands. 


No attempt is made to train 
skilled workmen in these shops, 
but some of the things made by 
the boys have been surprisingly 
well done. This perfection is not 
one of the chief aims, the special 
emphasis being placed on giving 
the boy an appreciation 
of the 
possibilities of such work and a 
knowledge of his own ability. 


During the war there was an in- 


creased need for vocational train- 
ing in the industrial field. Two 
shops ivere equipped in the base- 
ment of the South street elemen- 
tary building, one a machine shop, 
the other for welding.

Conrad Young- 
berg, the instructor, is a machin- 
ist with experience in local shops 
and is taking work at Pennsylva? 
nia State College to gain his per- 
manent certification. 


Since these Beginnings have been 


made in vocational-industrial edu- 
cation, the school board has been 
urged by the State Department ot 
Public Instruction, 
through 
its 
regional director, Ralph Beamer, 
of Pittsburgh, to install a. vaca- 
tional department in the 
high 


school. 


A number of local employers 


have indicated a. desire to employ 
graduates of the liigli school who 
have had such vocational-Indus 
jtrial education, but, due to the in- 
creased cost of this type of edu- 
cation over - that now given and 
the "standards necessary 
for 
a 
qualified department, 
the 
board 
has hesitated to begin such a pro- 
gram without being sure 
it is 


needed. 


Mr. Peck comes highly recom- 


mended for this work. He has been 
vocational director at Farrell for 
the past five shears and, before 
that, was instructor of vocational 
electricity at Midland for 
one 
year and at Wilkinsburg for eight 
years. He was district superinten- 
dent for the West Penn Power 
Company at Washington, Pa., for 
four years an da specialty sales- 
man for that utility for three 
years. 


He is. a graduate

High School in New York state, 
Carnegie Institute of Technology 
in Pittsburgh, and the University 
of Pittsburgh. He received 
his 
master of education degree in vo- 
cational education at Pitt in 1942, 
and is a member of Iota Lambda 
Sigma, national honorary frater- 
nity for vocational education.

AUTO DEATH SEAT BESIDE DRIVER 


The d eath seat in an au tom obile is the fron t seat besid e 
the d river, says Dr. Claire L. Straith, D etroit plastic su r­ 
geon , in the Jou rn al of the American Med ical Association . 
His n ame for this seat comes from a stream of women an d 
girls goin g to H arper Hospital, D etroit, to have their fac­ 
es repaired by plastic su rgery. Abou t 70 per cen t of them 
had been occu pan ts of the d eath seat at the tim e of an au to 
crash. 
In those crashes on e-third as m an y d rivers were 
hu rt. 


In on e m on th’s au to in ju ries in D etroit, of all kin d s, he 
says, 372 passen gers were hu rt. Of these n early 70 per cen . 
were in the fron t seat besid e the d river. W ith better road s 
an d higher speed s, the d eath seat in ju ries an d d eaths are 
becomin g more n u merou s. 
Bu t Dr. Sm ith says speed 
is n ot the on ly cau se of in ju ries an d d eaths in the fron t 
seat. 
O ther cau ses are kn obs, cran ks, sharp led ges an d 
d rop-d own ash receivers. 
Even at a speed of 20 miles an 
hou r, a woman had her face bad ly mau led by gad gets 
when she fell forward . 


A flat, wid e cu shion pattern ed to cover the d ash so that 
a face will bu mp on ly a smooth, soft su rface, he says, 
wou ld red u ce facial in ju ries immen sely. 


W in d shield s in flict m an y cu ts, he says, an d occasion ally 
n early d ecapitate the victim. 
He ad vocates hin gin g win d ­ 
shield s so that they wou ld be forced ou tw ard by 
ju iit short of the glass-breakin g force.
